S.O. 582(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion in respect of 
the tea unit known as Barduar Tea Eatute, situated in the District Kamrup of

(a) the average yield of the tea unit during the years 1974—1978 has 

been lower than Ihe District yield by twenty five per cent; and 

(b) the tea unit is being managed in a manner highly detrimental to the 

tea industry and to public interest. 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section f 1) of 
section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central Government hereby 
appoints for the purpose of making a full and complete investigation into the 
affairs of the said unit, a body of persons consisting of:

Caleuttu. 

(2) Shri A. Diutn, Senior Accounts Officer & Acting financial Adviser 

and Chief Accounts Officer, Ten Board, Calcutta. 

(3) Shri A. Barua, Secretary to the Government of Assam, Industries 

Department, Gauhati, Assam. 

(4) Shri A. K. Roychowdhury, Deputy Adviser (Finance), Bureau of 

Public Enterprises, Mayur Bhavan, New Delhi. 

(5) Shri M. L, Sah, Joint Director (Accounts), Office of the Regional 

Director, Company Law Board, Calcutta. 

The said body shall submit its report to the Central Government within a 
period of 90 days from the date of publication of this order in the official 
Gazette.
